being robbed on the highway. Slavery
existed sinco tho Declaration of Indepen-
dence nnd before. And if it ever could
havo been the causo of civil war among
the people and Slates of tho Union, or of
the Colonies, that civil war bhould have
broken out say eighty or ono hundred
nnd twenty years ago. Slavery, there
fore is not the causo of the war. There
is nothing new in it.

Sometimes it hns appeared to us that
Abolitionism, if it be what it has been
described by somo of its most prominent
interpreters, stands in need of a strait
jacket and tho humane protection of a lu-

natic asylum. It would desire (to do the
thing completely) that somo 4,000,000
of slaves should be emancipated in one
day, if possible, even in ono hour. But
it has never thought what is to become
couio of theso unfortunate people after
their emancipation. They would not
havo a square inch on tho surface of this
globe that they could call thoir own.
Where could they sleep on the first night
after their chains had been broken?
Either on tho land of their former own-
ers, which would bo a tresspass, or on
tho highway, which public convenience
could not tolerate. Where aro they, to
go, gentlemen Abolitionists ? Supposing
they sleep somewhero the first nigh,
where nro they to get food for the next
day ? You would havo destroyed the re-

lation between them nnd their mastors.
And after having dono this mischief to
both parties you could not expect their
masters to still provide them with food,
clothing, medicine and medical attend-
ance.

Whose business will it bo to seo to all
this ?
